Mr. Zachary
Weddle welcomed everyone and requested everyone to sign in. Mr. Weddle stated that this was
not a required showing and that the meeting will be recorded. The meeting minutes will be
available in about a week on CABB.

Mr. Weddle started by explaining the scope of the project and reviewing some of the project
history. The intent of this project is to provide left turn lanes for eastbound and westbound Rte.
360 at the intersection with Rte. 47. The work will include the installation of drainage structures,
grading to include fill and grade to drain for ditches. The department has already had some trees
cleared from the project. The work will also include the removal of the stumps and the
demolition of the existing left turn lanes for eastbound and westbound Rte. 360.

Mr. Weddle stressed the importance of properly constructing to proposed typical section. The
turn lanes will need to be constructed in such a manner to match the existing slope of the
crossover between the eastbound and westbound lanes of Rte. 360. This will require the
successful bidder to construct the turn lanes sloping with the existing Rte. 360 pavement and
then rolling the grade to match the crossover slope as described in the typical section details. It
will be the successful bidder’s responsibility to establish the centerline and grades from the
information given in the straight line diagram in the contract document. The Construction Project
Manager and the Project Inspector will assist in the establishment of the center line and grade as
necessary.

Mr. Weddle emphasized proper construction of MS-1A median strip as this is an item that will
directly affect drainage and it is close to the travel lanes of Rte. 360.

Mr. Weddle invited everyone to review the project onsite. All participants reviewed the project
site and asked site specific questions. All of the questions were answered. The meeting adjourned
at 11:00 a.m..
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
